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PRECAST CONCRETE 
SKYSCRAPERS. 
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For the first time in the history of the 
building industry corcrete building units are 
being used throughout the entire construction 
of skyscrapers. The structures in which these 
units are being adopted are the Integrity 
Trust Building and the Bouvier Apartments, 
both of Philadelphia, These buildings are now 
under construction.

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THE DUTIES OF AN 
ARCHITECT. 


new session of the Royal Institute of 

Architects was opened, when Mr. 
Walter Tapper, the President, delivered his 
inaugural address, and the R.I.B.A. medal 
and diploma ter a London building completed 
between 1925 and 1927 was presented to Sir 

Giles Gilbert Scott fog his Chester House, 
Casgnien place. 

Mr. Tapper said it was one of their 
functions, as architects, to remind the public 
—in season and out of season—of thei boun- 
den duty to preserve historical monuments 
atid beautiful buildings. That duty belongéd 
primarily to those societies which were con- 
stituted for that purpose, and, so far as the 
public permitted them, they did it well. Tho 
primary duty of their institute, as he con- 
ceived it—and, indeed, it was its most 
important function—was to see that their 
students were so well educated and so well 
trained that the design of modern buildings 
was of the highest excellence. When build- 
ings of past ages had an educational value 
the institute might be relied upon to use its 
influence and make strenuous efforts for their 
preservation. That had been its policy in the 
past, and would, he had no doubt, be con- 
tinued to the end. It was, of course, impos. 
sible for them, either individnally or collec- 
tively by means of the R.I.B.A.. to under- 
take the task cf preservation ; 
in small but significant ways, it might he 
possible to do something to set an example 
to the nation at large. 

Mr. Tapper illustrated what he meant by 
giving a case that had happened quite re- 
cently. A member of the mstitute, travelling 
in the country, came upon an old: building 
whose beauty and character were essential 
festures in the charm of a verv fascinating 
village. Seeing that it was in need of repair, 
and in considerable danger either of being 
lost altogether in the course of time ar of 
being irremediably spoilt if such needed re- 
pair was carried out ignorant!y, he offered to 
supervise these vepairs and to pay the whole 
cost himself. The owner accepted ‘this gene 
vous offer, and the work was to be done under 
the auspices of the Royal Institute. The 
architect insisted—and this was, perhaps. one 
of the nicest things about it—upon remaining 
anonvmons so far as his public service was 
concerned, 

Many of them were not in a position to 
spend even a small sum of money on the pre 
servation of a national treasure, bat thev 
eould more often than they did, perhaps, ‘ive 
free service in that wav, and some of their 
professional brethren. who hed been blessed 
by ood fevtrme in their prectices. could rlso.

S there any Pied quite equal to Jeavitig. 
. town on a fine morning—or éven a 
one? ‘Katharine Tynan has written 

beautifully of the roads that find count 
in the end. Much as I dislike the Sout 
Circular road, with its dangerous police 
(if you mistake their signs a it under- 
stood), still this rather forbidding road 
wil! Jead you south and west, at last to 
sea and mountain, bog and river—so God 
be with it. 

The charm of Dublin is that it stops so 
This is very different from 
London or from Manchester or from most 
big cities, which, like prosy talkers, do 
not know when to stop. Dublin stops 
quite suddenly at the Phoenix Park gates 
and at Donnybrook tram stables. . When 
you turn off the South Circular road yon 
forget town very soon; for you see the 
mountains blue and serene to the south. 


THE NAAS ROAD. 


There are several landmarks along the 
road to Naas, and, if it is not so beautiful 
as the roads that lead to Wicklow, still it 
is very pleasant at all Seasons, with a 
quiet charm of its own. Here to the right 
is Drimnagh Castle near Crumlin, one of 
the typical castles of the Pale; and here. 
at Brownsbarn, near Saggart, is the old 
building which was the first coaching 
stage from Dublin in the days before rail- 
ways. Every family has its own special 
landmarks, which it lovally points out to 
friends and relations on every repetition 
of the well-known journey—the cornet 
where W. had such a dangerous skid, and 
the cross-roads where G. had his smash 
up. We have our landmarks. Here, near 
Saggart, is the Coolmine fox covert, where 
we watched on a fine frosty morning—how 
I prayed that hunters, hounds and horses 
might all have good sport and the fox get 
away safe with his brush! When shall 
we have an electric fox, so that no one 
need feel for the hunted? 

Perhaps, there is not very much to say 
about the road to Naas. It has pleasant, 
shady stretches after Rathcoole atid Kill, 
and the fine trees of Palmerstown give it 
grace; but, on the whole, it is more dear 
and familiar than ‘exciting—yet an cx- 


‘cellent road withal from the motorist’s 


point of view. 
THE MOATE OF ARDSCULL. 


After Naas one comes to Kilcullen, a 
place with a nasty turn, which spoils a 
clear run up the hill. On leaving Kil- 
cullen the road is wonderful, an easy 
forty-an-hour road. On it goes, straight 
and clear, hill after hill, until the Moat> 
of Ardscull lifts itself on the right. This 
is a place not to pass in a hurry. It is 
always worth the time it takes to climb; 
for its beech trees are lovely at all times, 
and from the top you may see the whole 
of the flat country on every side for un- 
counted miles. It séems a lonely, haunted 
place, memorable for “battles long ago.” 
I find in the Kildare Archeological 
Journab’ that here, on Candlemas Day in 
1309, the Lord John Bonnevill was slain 
near the town of Ardscull by the Lord 
Anthony Power and his followers. In 
1515, when Athy was plundered by the 
Scots, under Edward’ Bruce, this same 
Bruce won the Battle of Ardscull, in which 
were slain Haymond le Grace and Sir 
Prendergast. Ardscull was 
situated in the territory of thé O’Tooles, 
ME ee oy base—how: yéry much later 
-—dashed the competitors-jp the Gordon 
Bennett motor rank, So ráith for history. 
“ FAR-OFF THINGS.” | 


After thé Moate of Ardscull we take a 
really countrified road to the right, and 
head for the Barrow at Kilberry. This 
little winding, confusing road is very 
lovely in October days, when the thorns 
are every shade of copper, and the wild 
cherry is a flame and the spindle a glory 
in the hedges. It has beauty enough to 
hold one if there were time on a day when 
eighy-six miles have to be covered in the 
car and the fields walked before we reach 
Dublin again. 

Here at Kilberry we have our goal, and 
one Jooks at the grazing cattle, and the 
other at the wide, flat fields for the beauty 
they have, with the Barrow ‘and the og 
river, and the blue; gantle curves of the 
Queen’s County hills. Yet Kilberry, so 
dreainy and forgotten now, was. once 
named as an important nlace (so says the 
Kildare Archeological Journal), It was 
foremost in the Athy district after Saint 
Michael and Saint John. The name is 
derived from Cill-Bairy—the _ Bairy, 


‘perhaps, from Saint Bairfron, the son of 


Aed and brothe#of St. Finbar. Where 
now are larch plantations and wide fields 
there once stretched extensive woods. 


KILBERRY. 


Once Kilberry parish was of wide extent 
and great importance. The ruins of its 
castle and abbey are close to the farm 
house, while another castle, smothered in 
ivy, stands desolate in a field, still called 
Castle Reedy from the family of Le Rede, 
who held the piace in the fourteenth 


century. The castles were built about the 


thirteenth century for the protection of 
the English ‘settlers by membews of the 
Boswel family. 

The Dean of Saint Patrick’s Cathe- 
dral kept here the seneschal of his Manor 
Court. This was his lordship. In 1546 
Kilberry passed to Thomas Eustace; Lord 
of Kilenllen. In 1637 Sir Robert Mére- 
dith obtained, for £50 and one shilling, 
for a term of forty-nine years. a rich 

ortion called the Manor and lands. of 

ilberry, Castlereddy, Clony and Clon- 
wanir. , 


BY THE BARROW TO-DAY. 


To-day there are no knights—only 
grazing cattle. Jackdaws instead of 
monks inhabit the Abbey. Ivy covers the 
old stones of castle and church and tomb. 


' The hay-ricks and barns stand about them. 


Instead of the clash of steel one hears the 
thud-thud of the dredger which is work- 
ing by the Barrow; for Barrow draina 
is the history of the present day at, Kil- 
berry. If treasure was once, as report 
says, hidden in Castle Reedy, no one 
troubles about it now. : 
These wide, flat lands seem to belong to 
the birds and beasts, and to dreams of 
bygone days. The birds are the joy of 
these tramps across field and plantation. 
Here in the larch wood you will hear the 
restless nestling and flitting of long- 
tailed tits, so busy among the twigs, Down 


“bythe Barrow in May I heard (it was the 


first time for me) the drumming of snipe, 
a sound so strange and lovely coming 
fitfully on the spring wind. Walking by 
the river, one sees, time and again, the 
bow of a. heron’s wings against the 
sky; and the light flashes on a flight of 
teal turning against a blue-grey cloud.

‘How “many people, I wonder, who 
traverse Jones’s road, Drumcondra, in 
order to attend sporting events at Croke 
Park, late on the identity of the 
“Jones “ who gave his name to the road?

Its more recent success 
at the Welsh Eisteddfod is stil] fresh in 
memory. Its continued career of success 
has been due equally to the _ skilled 
guidance of its conductor and to the 
devotion of its members. 

In.early days Mrs. Culwick, mother of 
the conductor.’ acted as secretary, and it 
was lergely due to her enthusiasm and 
efficiency that the society was able to carry 
on during the disturbed periods of recent 
times. 

The, present secretary of the society, 
Miss Elsie Wallace, carries on Mrs. 
Culwick’s traditions with undiminished 
zeal, and everyone recognises that the 
friendly and happy atmosphere that per- 
vades the whole society is mainly due to 
her personality.. She is ably seconded in 
her efforts by Mrs. Shannon, the hon. 
treasurer, who has given much time and 
thought to the society’s welfare. 

Tt should be added that the societv has 
been a frequent and munificent contributor 
to many Dublin philanthropic objects. 
During the war it distributed about 
£150 between the Castle Hosnital, the 
Belgian Reliéf Fund, and St. John's 
Ambulance Association, and at other 
periods gave substantial donations to 
Baggot street Hospital and also to the 
Coombe Hospital. A society which can 
‘supply us with first-class choral music and 
can also use its surplus funds in such a 
worthy manner, is surely deserving of our 
enthusiastic and loyal support. .

lad to hear that the work of the famous 
emplecrone Co-onerative Society has not 
been adversely affected by the events of 
recent years. This was particularly 
welcome when the newspapers of the same 
day pointed out that some 210 co-operative 
societies in Ireland had gone out of exist- 
ence since the Free State came into being. 
The fame of Mr. Gallagher has spread 
far and wide, and it is not by any means 
confined to Ireland. As “Paddy the 
Cope’’ his fame has been spread in books 
and pamphlets wherever the co-operative 
idea is practised or studier. The United 
States is as familiar with the name as is 
India or Egypt; everywhere the name is 
known ; but only in Donegal is the kindly, 
big-hearted man known for what he is. 
As a boy he suffered, as Patrick Mac- 
Gill describes Donegal stffering, in the 
opening chapters of ‘‘The Rat Pit,” and 
in early manhood he was forced to cross to 
Scotland in search of employment. But 
nlways he was determined to return to 
his native Dungloe and endeavour to do 
something to improve its conditions. When 
he did return he lost no time in getting 
the Templecrone Co-operative Society 
going, and from the small beginnings in a 
village general store a big industry has 
rrown. The knitting and hosiery factory 
employs large numbers of women and girls, 
while some of the less-known industries

Mention of the game of -‘‘ rings”’ in 
connection with a licensing prosecution in 
County Dublin brings to mind the fact 
that at one time “‘rings”’ was one of the 
most popular indoor games in Dublin, 
It was not entirely , how- 
ever, a8 On summer evenings along the 
banks of the Grand Canal “ ring boards ”’ 
would be seen hanging on nails to trees or 
other convenient uprights, surrounded by. 
vivacious and chatteri ups. 

It was in city public-houses, however, 
that the game achieved its greatest 
popularity, and gambling on the results 
of games was of quite frequent occurrencé. 
At one period the game became so popular 
that a 5, recat was organised; the teams 
from different public-houses meeting 
regularly as in the football or other 
leagues. “The “‘ matches ' were played on 
the “home ” and “away” system, which 
meant that crowds from one public-house 
visited another with their teams. The 
“ League Final’’ was a great event which 
might provide material for a really laugh- 
able comedy for the Abbey stage. 

The game itself is quite interesting, re- 
quiring considerable skill if high scores 
are to be obtained. A board shaped as a 
shield contains a set of numbers, and 
over each number is a hook. The pitcher 
is provided with a set .of .rubber rings 
which he must endeavour to place on the 
highest number from a distance of about 
twelve feces. Games were from 10,000 
up, and teams usually consisted of four 
m $i When only a smal] number was 
required to complete a game a throw on 
to a higher number than that required 
was ignored and the offending player lost 
his throw. It was at such a point that 
skill was shown. Many players became 
so expert that they could place a ring on 
any number required at will. 


Ghe Linen Hall. 


This building, for so many years 
associated with the business life of Dublin, 
links us up with a well-nigh forgotten 
age. Exactly 200 years ago, on the 14th 
November, 1728, the hall was completed, 
Parliament having granted a sum of 
£3,000 to aid in its erection. It is rather 
amusing to’read that in the reign of Henry 
VIII. sumptuary laws were passed to 
restrain the excessive use of linen, ‘‘ for 
the Irish were accustomed to use thirty 
yards in their shirt; but by the Act they 
were restrained from using more than 
seven. ”’ 

When in 1699 the liberty of exporting 
woollens was taken away, the Irish Parlia- 
ment invited the people to apply their 
industry to the linen manufacture. As a 
result of subsequent legislation trustees 
were appointed and summoned to assemble 
at the Castle on 7th October, 1711, when 
their deed of appointment was read. 
Having been invested with their powers 
they elected a secretary and other officcrs 
and rented a room on Cork Hill for £14 a 
rear. 

In 1716 they managed to get accom- 
modation in the Castle, and shortly after- 
wards they advertised for proposals for 
erecting a linen-weavers’ hall in or near 
the city. One writer says: ‘‘ Among other 
situations preferred, one near Drumcondra 
first engaged the attention of the board, 
but the present site was subsequently con- 
sidered as more convenient and advan- 


tagous.”’ 


General Browne-Clayton.

The son of Mr. 
William Browne-

tion with that regiment extended over 
nearly twenty years. 

He served in thé South African War, 
throughout its three years’ eourse, and 
yeceived distinctions, and mention in 
despatches. He retired from the Army in 
1909, but rejoined on the outbreak of the 
European war. He again received 
honours, and was promoted to the rank of 
Hon. Brigadier- General. 

General Browne-Clayt#n formerly held 
a majority in the South Irish Horse, and 
he has done good local service as Deputy 
Lieutenant for County Carlow. As a 
member of the Carlow Board of Health 
he has rendered very valuable service, 
and there is much. gratification on his 


decision to continue his work. 


Remarkable Grave-stones. 


On the island of Galloon, Upper Lough 
Erne, to which a bridge is at present in 
course of construction, and which is a 
gift to Fermanagh from the Northern 
Government, there is a graveyard, of 
which little is known. The ‘stones are 
in a remarkable state of preservation, 
and some dating back to 1704, are easily 
read, &o clear is the carving to-day. All 
the people on the island are Roman 
Catholics, and the remarkable feature 
of these old grave-stones is that at the 
back of some of the very old ones are 
carvings of the skull and cross-bones, and 
some symbols of Masonry. Evidently a 
number of these Roman Catholics buried 
on Galloon island in those days belonged 
to the Masonic order. :

A Brazilian Anniversary. 


M. Raul Vachias, Brazilian Consul in 
Dublin, has given me some interesting 
information concerning his country, the 
anniversary of the establishment of which 
is celebrated to-day. 

King John II. of Portugal, compelled 
to flee his own country by the invasion of 

w apoleon, embarked 
. for Brazil, and, 
influenced by some 
of the notables there, 
he raised Brazil to 
the status of a king- 
dom. This action 
was very beneficial to 
the political and in- 
tellectual develop- 
ment of the country. 
The . Revolutionary 
Council of Lisbon 
forced King John to 
return to Portugal. 
He left his son, Don 
Pedro I. on the 
throne of Brazil lest an adventurer should 
take possession of it. 

The Court of Lisbon wished to annul 
the power of Don Pedro and to re-colonise 
Brazil. The Braziliari representative at 
the Portuguese Parliament protested 
vehemently against this decision, but. as 
his protest was of no avail, he resolved to 
withdraw from Parliament and return to 


Brazil. 
The Revolution. 


The disharmony between the Portuguese 
and the Brazilians now reached a crisis, 
but, fortunately, Don Pedro sided with 
the Nationalists in the quarrel, and on 
the 7th of September, 1822, he declared 
the Independence of Brazil. The politi; 
cians were charged to draw up a Canstitu- 
tion, which was sworn to in the year 1824. 
This Constitution, however, was too 
advanced for the standard of culture of 
the country in that epoch, and it caused 
many revolutions. Don Pedro, seeing 
that he could not cope with so many 
difficulties, signed his abdication in favour 
of the Infante Pedro IT., and set out for 
Portugal, to take possession of the throne 
there on the death of his father, King 
John VI. ' 

From that period the political composi- 
tion of Brazil was reduced to two parties, 
the Comservative and the Liberal, until 
liberal ideas triumphed and Brazil pro- 
claimed itself a Republic on the 15th 
November, 1889. This proclamation was 
unique in the history of. the world, as it 
was the outcome of the force of old 
democratic ideas, and took place without 
bloodshed. 

Don Pedro II., the last Emperor of 
Brazil. who was a poet and a very learned 
man, did not wish to resist the democratic 
idea and so sacrifice his people in a revo- 
Intion. He packed some Brazilian soil in 
his trunk, and set off for France. where 
he died shortly afterwards, his last 
request being that the soil should be 
spread over him in his grave. 


Limerick Actors. 


The progress of the College Players, 
Limerick, who made such an impression 
on Dublin playgoers last August when 
they appeared in the American folk-play, 
‘‘Sun-Up,”’ in the Tailteann dramatic 
art contest at the Peacock Theatre, is 
being watched with close interest not only 
in Limerick, but also in Dyblin. They 
have planned a very ambitious programme 
for the present season, embracing no less 
than four productions involving three full- 
length plays and six of the one-act kind, 
ranging. from light comedy to drama and 
tragedy. The first will be that of “Mr. 
Pim Passes By,” A. A. Milne’s delightful 
three-act comedy. Six performances of 
this. play will be given in the Players’ 
own Little Theatre in Limerick during 
the week beginning next Monday, Novem- 
ber 19. As the production is the group’s 
first effort at a play of modern life, con- 
siderable interest obtains locally in the 
coming performances.

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FROM DEVIL'S ISLAND TO 
LEGION OF HONOUR...

HE death in Paris of Maitre Henri 

Mornand calls to mind the famous 

drama, of which, with the 

Dreyfus himself, he was the 

lt is exactly thirty years 

“á since Captain Alfred Dreyfus won his 

t momentous victory in his struggle 
to vindicate his honour. 

Even to-day he lives in the closest 
retirement. He has never spoken of his 
awful ordeal—of his d tion before 
the Army, marshalled in the barrack 
square to see him stripped of his rank and 
honours; of his exile on Devil’s Island, 
where he was kept manacled, and was 
constantly taunted with lies from his 
homeland, in which not even his brave 
and innocent. wife was spared; or of his 
unparalleled torture through a succession 
of court trials. 

When he had passed through all this 
and his honour was upheld, his restora- 
tion and promotion were gazetted and he 
received the Legion of Honour in public. 
Yét he at once went into seclusion. He 
indulged in no recriminations, and his 
home was closed to interviewers. For 
some ten years he has been silent. 

Maitre Mornand, the brilliant counsel 
who has just passed away, was one of the 
famous trio who championed the cause of 
Captain Dreyfus. The most notable was 
probably Maitre Labori, whose name was 
once as familiar to British readers as that 
of any eminent counsel in our «~~ land at 
the time. The third was M-i::e Demange. 
They are all dead, but it will remain ever 
to their hcnour that they stuck to the case 
when even the lawyers were the objects of 
public hostility. 


A WOMAN SPY 


The Dreyfus scandal is a story which 
has, as the chief mischief-maker,.a woman. 
She was a spy, who, to gain her own end, 
was performing menial cleaning duties at 
the German Embassy in Paris. They 
trouble began when she discovered frag- 
ments of a letter which indicated that 
some one was secretly communicating with 
the enemy country. The Intelligence 
Department fixed their suspicions upon 
Dreyfus, and the officer was trapped into 
writing a letter, which, on comparison, 
was declared to be _ identical in 
characteristics with the handwriting of the 
document that the ‘‘cleaner’’ had pur- 
loined from a coat pocket. 

It was useless for Captain Dreyfus to 
pretest his innocence. The fact that he 
was a Jew from Alsace was used to excite 
prejudice. The court-martial was a 
travesty, being held in camera; and 
documents in support of the charge were 
produced. Some years afterwards it was 
admitted that they had been forged for 
the purpose. 

A distinguished general added his 
influence against the unhappy Dreyfus by 
hinting to the court that he had received 
secret proofs from a high quarter, which 
it would be contrary to public policy to 
disclose. So unscrupulous and relentless 
were the official persecutors in their 
determination to disgrace the innocent 
soldier that the court was not told that 
Oficial information from Germany dis- 
proved the allegation. Dreyfus was found 
ruilty. He was drummed out of the 
Army. He was banished to Devil's 
Istand. 

Within two years he was the central 
figure in a world agitation beside which 
the recently notorious Sacco-Vanzetti cam- 
paign pales into insignificance. Again, a 
discovery in a coat pocket was the cause. 
This time it was no more than a postcard, 
but it provided the clue which fixed the 
real guilt on Major Esterhazy. This 
caused a division in which not only 
France, but Britain anc America, became 
involved. In some places the case took 
an ugly anti-Jewish turn, and a wild effort 
was made to bomb the famous Rothschilds’ 
bank. 

Sensation followed sensation. The 
infamous Esterhazy was tried and 
acyuitted ; and then, having been re-tried 
and found guilty, he sought’ safety in 
flight to England. On the other side of 
the struggle, the novelist, Emile Zola, was 
punished by the courts for his fearless 
pamphlet in defence of Dreyfus. The 
verdict was quashed on appeal, but. ne, 
too, had to fly to England. Then it was 
that Colonel Henry, of the Intelligence 
Department, startled the world with an 
admission that he had forged some of the 
incriminating evidence against Captain 
Dreyfus. He did not live to face his 
trial; for he committed suicide on the 
night of his arrest. 


BACK TO HELL. 


It was at this stage that Maitre Henn 
Mornand and his two colleagues played 
their historic parts. ‘Che Court of Appeal 
moved slowly. For months they argued 
and fought for the honour of the man who 
was suffering unimaginable tortures on 
Devil’s Island The appeal began in 
August, 1898, but it was exactly twelve 
months before they quashed the conviction 
and Dreyfus came back to Paris to face 
the ordeal of a new trial by court-martial. 

The new trial was as much prejudiced 
as the first, and the innocent man was 
sentenced again. Another seven. years 
were to pass before Dreyfus was to win his 
complete vindication. Twelve years after 
his ceremonial disgrace Alfred Dreyfus 
stood once again in the same barrack 
square among comrades in arms, to be 
ceremonially restored to renk and honour. 

To-day he is the last survivor of that 
great drama. Zola, his champion; 
Mornand, Labori and Demange, his 
counsel; Esterhazy, the conspirator; 
Henry, the forger, and the respected 
general, with his faked secret information, 
are ail figures of a terrible past.

to live in and enjoy. However, before Mr. 
Tourist arrives next year, my ty suggest a 
few. changes, so that, when arrives, he 
will be welcomed and held with something 
other than scenery? 

In short, are the present opportunities for 
enjoyment — in any way’ Mindful of 
ancient wrongs, I definite! suggest that the 
following shortening —bon during a 
visit—could be greatly improved. Not pos- 
sessing much wealth, although not poor, I 
stayed in a boarding-house which contained 
= the sorrows of a hotel, > in its Phe 
The menu was poor, prices high, ard no 
opportunity for a rubber @f bridge. As to 
my outdoor amusements, the programme 
arranged by myself before leaving home was 
really good; but then even the most 
optimistic of us can learn. Previous visits 
to England and Scotland suggested that, 
perhaps, I could get a nice steamer cruise 
m the Bay—from Bray, say, to Arklow or 
Kingstown—ah, but no! I was also a keen 
sea-fisherman, but I found that to hire a 
boat for half a day—that is, a small rowing 
boat—was like buying rare blooms out of 
season. 1 shudder to remember what the 
bill would have been at the end of two weeks. 
Again, | was a keen fly-fisher for trout, but 
found that the waters in the neighbourhood 
were preserved by a private owner. in 
England and Scotland the fishings are pre- 
served by locul clubs, and there is no trouble 
In getting permission. i 

However, I continued my humble ró/e as a 
visitor in guest of amusement. At that time 
my name was on the waiting list of a country 
golf club, but I was not “a member of a 
recognised golf club '; so during my visit 
in search of fun my golf clubs remained un- 
packed with my rods. The thought that an 
afternoon m the Vale of Avoca would be 
nice—returning to Bray for dinner—was soon 
dispelled whew i found that the train took 
one hour and twenty minutes to do twenty- 
eight miles each way: it would have meant 
no dinner. However, next day, the thoughts 
of various tours to different beauty spots 
near Bray, m a hired motor car, uplifted 
me, until 1 had interviewed various owners, 
asking the price of about three-hour runs. I 
had two outings. In different circum- 
stances—principally as regards cost—I might 
have had a dozen during my stay. With 
much courtesy, I then obtained leave to 
shoot vermin on the lands of various 
Tarmers—that is, pigeons “ flighting in” at 
night and at rabbits. Alas! 1 found that 
the law required a £2 game licence to be pro- 
duced before I could shoot “ vermin’’ in 
Bray, although I already possessed a game 
permit for another county in Ireland. 

My holiday, in short, was spent in a little 
gentle walking during the day, with a stop 
for afternoon tea at some tiny cottage, giving 
a small tea at an enormous price. During 
the evening, not being a dancer, and having 
no bridge in my “ home from home, ” I spent, 
miserably, many hours, smoking in the 
shelter on the promenade, wondering how 
soon the Irish seaside resort would copy her 
sister across Channel and previde amusement 
and sport for her gnests.—Yours, etc.,

OPERA COMPANY. 


“ LA BOHEME.”’ 


When the Royal Carl Rosa Opera Company 
was last in Dublin, some two years ago, 
musical folk complained that none of 
Puccini's works was included in its 
repertory. The complaint appears to have 
been noted, for Puccini has a prominent 
place in the present season’s programme, His 
popular appeal was evident !ast night, when 
the largest audience of the week attended 
the presentation of "La Bohéme’”’ ; there 
was not oné vacant seat. 

The opera was admirably cast, and, 
splendidly as the various artists sang, it was 
as a team that they most impressed one. 
They were first and all the time that happy, 
care-free coterie of Bohemians, sharing .one 
ancther’s joys and sorrows in the true spirit 
of Murger’s novel. Their spirit of 
camaraderie carried the audience with them. 
The four principal male voices blended 
exceptionally well, and also carried well the 
two ladies’ voices. How happily the cast 
had been selected was made clear in the 
glorious treatment of the sextet in the Café 
scene. The movement, beautifully led by 
Mr. Guthrie Foote, who conducted, set the 
house throbbing with its infectious gaiety. 
In a different vein, but no less stirring, was 
the handling of the final scene. The acting 
of the several members of the group was 
compelling. The tense silence of the 
audience was the most convincing proof that 
the work had stirred all; there was not a 
rustle of movemer while the orchestra sent 
out those throbbing chords that proclaim 
the passage of a soul. 

Miss Pauline Bindley sang the part of 
Mimi, and a more suitable selection could 
not have been made. Her voice, of light 
quality and admirable clarity, lent itself 
readily to the spirit cf the music, 
and in her make-up and acting 
she conveyed a very convincing study 
of the consumptive little costume-maker. 
She gave a sweet rendering of the popular 
aria, ‘‘ They call me Mimi,” but was even 
more effective in her farewell scene with 
Rodolpho, and in the delicacy of her work in 
the death scene. Musetta was sung by Miss 
Rona Valdez. who got every shade into her 
characterisation, and left no doubt as to 
fickle disposition, Her voice was an excellent 
foil to that of Mimi, and some of her best 
work was in the double duet in the third 
scene. With Marcel, Mimi and Redolpho it 
was one of the best scenes of the work. 

Mr. Ben Williams strengthened the high 
cpinion held of him by his ree presentation 
ot Rodoipho. His voice suits the music well, 
and he responded well to all its demands upor 
him. He was always well over the work, got 
his notes wel), and was heard clearly and 
easily. His rendering of the familiar ‘‘ Your 
tiny hand is frozen,”’ was beautiful in its re- 
stvaint, and admirably conveyed its message. 
Mr. Hubert Dunkerley was quite happy in 
the part of the painter, Marcel, and sang 
a with pleasing effect. His acting 
was also very finished. Mr. Herbert Langley 
played delightfully the character of Schaun- 
ard, Indeed without wishing to reflect in 
any degree on the other principals, one may 
say that he was the most successful of the 
rrincipals. It was not so much the quality of 
his singing that was splendid. but the little 
vatural things that he was doing, and the 
manner of their doing, that revealed his 
artistry. And what a treat the audience had 
iu the work of Frederic Collier, who appeared 
as the old philosopher, Colline. One always 
felt so sure of him, a friend to rely on. His 
s:nging of the song of “ The Old Coát ' was 
a piece of finished declamation. 

There was not. a great deal for the chorus 
to do, but they showed themselves capable in 
voice and action. 

Mr. Guthrie Foote handled the subiect well 
and built ap his big moments very effectively. 
The orchestral work in the third scene and 
also in the dramatic moments towards the 
cicse was admirable.

With regard to the difficulties of people 
living at this.side of the border, from suth 
to _ Bathe farmers and others, who lived 
thirty yards from the main road and who 
wanted to get to the main road, had to make 
a detour of six miles; and if they wanted a 
lorry of stuff delivered to their homes the 
distance which the lorry would have to travel 
was twenty miles. 

WHAT IS “ EDUCATIONAL "' ? 

Mr. FLINN (Fianna Fail, Cork Borgugh) 
said that they were faced with the fact that 
there was a decline in the yield of income 
tax. He would like to know what amounts 
were outstanding on April 5th last for income 
tax in respect of the years 1923, 1924, 1926 
and 1927-— They were informed that in 1922 
the British Board of Revenue collected the 
revenue by an agency agreement, the terms 
of which he would like to know. He had 
heard that in the middle West of Ireland 
inquiries were now being made by officials as 
to the incomes of residents from 1900 on- 
wards. If such inquiries were being made 
he would like to know by what authority the 
inquiries were being made. : 

He would also like to know if it was a fact 
that the Secretary to the Ministry of Finance 
interviewed certain taxpayers with regard to 
income tax. If be was informed rightly, he 
would like to know by whose authority that 
was done, 4 

There was another mall point—the 
definition of the Revenue Commissioners of 
the word “ educational.” A tax was levied 
on entertainments unless they were of an 
educational quality. In Cork there was a 
Shakespearean society, which seemed to him 
to be an outstandingly educational institution. 

IMPERTINENT INQUIRIES. 

Mr. J. X. MURPHY (Independent, Dublin 
County) said that there should be some 
simpler form of tax collection than that at 
present obtaining.

Income tax was an sgssentially fair tax if 
it was rigidly collected, and if everybody 
paid their share. With regard to the com- 
plaint of. impertinence on the part of tax 
officials, he would certainly take steps to 
have them properly reprimanded and see that 
such conduct would not be repeated. He 
would like, however, to have those who 
alleged that they received impertinence make 
the complaint direct and stand over it. 

Referring to the simplification of the re- 
turns, he said that they had a Committee 
sitting with a view to preparing legislation 
for the first steps in simplification, which he 
hoped to include in the next Finance Act. 
They were not in a position to overhaul the 
entire system at once. 

THE BORDER PROBLEMS. 

Dealing with Deputy Haslett’s question 
about the difficulties of Northern buyers 
coming to Free State markets, the Minister 
said that he had made inquiries, and ha 
found that there had been no reduction in 
the number of dealers and cattle buyers 
attending fairs by reason of the arrange- 
ments made fifteen or eighteen months ago 
in consequence of the complaints made of 
cars coming from the Six Counties free of 
duty and competing with the cars of business 
men residing in the Free State. If, how- 
ever, the difficulty could be removed they 
would give it their best consideration. As 
to people living in awkward places near the 
border, he suggested the opening of a path. 
way, which could not be described as a road, 
to cross the border. i 

With regard to Deputy Flinn's questions, 
the” were Parliamentary questions, and he 
asked him to give notice of them. 

It was suggested that the Government 
should exempt a certain Shakespearean com- 
pany from the tax. They could not adopt 
that principle, because they would not know 
where to draw the line if they exempted any 
one society. 

As to giving Inspectors of Income Tax dis- 
cretion to discharge assessments which were 
not appealed against, the temptation and 
difficulties of the. Inspectors. would be 
enormously increaseds:;,People ought to get it 
out of their mind that! the notice of: assess- 
ment was a thing to be ignored. If no notice 
was taken, the ‘assessment would become final 
and conclusive, and a debt to the State would 
be created. If they had no rigidity in this 
matter, they would be opening a door for 
every kind of intrigue, political and other- 
wise, and it would a extremely bad for the 
whole community. If a taxpayer was de- 
tected in a fraud in respect of this year or 
last, it was a common thing to give him the 
choice of making a clean breast of it, and 
allowing an investigation to take place or to 
stand a prosecution. People as a rule choose 
to pay all the tax oving rather than face the 
prosecution and the full penalties. 


FARMERS’ POSITION. 

If they considered only the farmers who 
had no other source of income but from their 
fafms, the income tax from them would not 
pay for the light in that Chamber; but the 
farmers who paid were the farmers who were 
also shopkeepers or had investments. So far 
as large farmers were concerned, if they did 
not keep accounts they ought to be made to

P Rep! ring to Mr. Goulding, the Minister 
said that the difficulty with regard to the 
Guinness shareholders was that the law here 
and in Great Britain was against them.

HARDSHIPS INFLICTED. BY 
THE ACT 


Mr. BLYTHE, in moving a supplementary 
vote of £798,000 for old age pensions, sail 
that the decrease in the total estimate was 
largely due to the fact that there would be 
one Friday less this year than last year. It 
would be necessary later in the year to bring 
in a supplementary estimate of £150,000 to 
meet the additional charges which would fall 
because of the Act of the present year. 

Mr. T. SHEEHY (Government, Cork, 
West) asked when the additional shilling 
allowed in certain cases would be available. 

Mr, CLEARY (Fianna Fail, Mayo, North) 
said that a general overhaul of the whole 
system would do no harm, and he wanted to 
know what had become of the recommenda- 


tioris of the Committee set up some years ago 
to examine the working of the old age pension 
scheme. 

Mr. SHAW (Government, Longford-West- 
meath) said that in his constituency one of 
the greatest difficulties experienced by old 
age pensioners was in proving their age when 
applying for the pension. Another serious 
grievance was in regard to persons in receipt 
of British war persions, which were reduced 
when they reached seventy. As an example, 
he cited the case of a war pensioner whose 
allowance from the British Government was 
reduced from eleven shillings to six shillings 
per week ; but who, although she was seventy 
years old, was unable to get the old age 
pension from the Free State Government. It 
was not fair that the British war pension 
people should be saving five shillings per 
week at the expense of these poor ag see 
who were at the same time prevented from 
etting the old age pension from the Free State 
Ean they could not prove their age. Tho 
matter should be taken up with the British 
authorities. 

Mr. HOGAN (Labour, Clare) asked that 
claims for blind pensions should be con- 
sidered more quickly. a : 
Mr. F. MAGUIRE (F.F., Leitrim-Sligo) 
said that the valuation of crops and cattle 
by pension officers was excessive, 

“Mr. COLOHAN (Labour, Kildare) asked 
the Minister to consider an amendment wit 
a view to providing for returned Irish- 
Americans.

The Governor-General had 
not even to .for his doctor, nor his dues, 
because he fiad a chaplain, nor to pay his 
chauffeur. While they were spending £28,000 
on that vete, all that was spent for relief 
schemes was £32,000, and it seemed to him 
that the vote was indefensible. The Minister 
for Finance had given as a reason for the 
expenditure Article 60 of the Constitution, 
which said that the salary of the Governor- 
General should be, like that of the Governor- 
General of Australia, payable out of the 
Central Fund, and that suitable provision 
should be made for his accommodation. They 
had seen the Constitution scrapped in a num- 
ber of particulars, and it might be thought 
that, with the present burden on the taxpayers, 
those who wished to lighten that burden 
wuuld consider it advisable to scrap that 
article. The Treaty did not make such an 
article necessary, and even the Constitution 
did not imply that, in addition to the salary 
of £10,000, they should spend £18,000 in 
maintaining a suitable establishment. — 

The President's own establishment did not 
cost nearly so much, and, besides, the 
President had some work to do. The Irish 

eople did not want that establishment. 

he President’s establishment cost a little 
over £12,000, and the Governor-General’s 
two-and-a-third times as much. 


ANDORRA AS A MODEL. 

The Governor-General’s work seemed te 
consist only of signing bills, and for that he 
must have a Comptroller of the Household, 
who got £600 a year; a chaplain, who got 
£250; a medical attendant, £100; a private 
secretary, £350; an assistant private secre- 
tary, £350; a clerk to the Comptroller, £3 
weekly; two A.D.C.’s, costing, on the Army 
vote, £1,073, and on this vote £300. Even 
his National Health and Unemployment 
Insurance was paid for him, as were alse his 
travelling expenses of £275, and his telegrams, 
telephones and notepaper. The President of 
the United States. who was the executive 
head of 117,000,000 of the richest people in 
the world in an area of, roughly, 100 times 
the size of Ireland, gut a personal salary of 
£15,000. They were working on a grand 
imperial scale, and if they wanted to be 
prosperous they must take as their headline, 
not Empire, but some of the small countries 
of Europe. i 

Mr. O'CONNELL (Labceur, Mayo South) 
said that from their experiences of recent, 
months they knew that there was nothing 
sacrosanct about the Constitution, and there 
was no reason for that lavish expenditure. A 
much simpler establishment would be more 
in keeping with the country. 

Mr. LEMASS (F.F., Dublin, South) said 
that a great majority of the posts mentioned 
in the vote were unnecessary, 


AN HONOURABLE AGREEMENT. 

President COSGRAVE, in winding up the 
debate, said that the cost of the establish. 
ment meant 24d. per head per annum of the 
population. 

r. LEMASS—He is not worth it. 

President COSGRAVE said that the situa- 
tion was that this was one of the institutions 
which had arisen out of the Treaty. It was 
part of an honourable agreement arrived at, 
und at the time embodied in the Treaty.

He could see no reason why the 
Government should not take this matter up 
and report to the House as to what could 
be done. i 

Mr. COBURN (N.L., Louth), supporting 
the motion, said that they could not afford 
to lag behind their neighbours in Northern 
Ireland and Great Britain in the matter of 
social: reform. The question should not be 
made a party one. 

The debate was adjourned.

Professor THRIFT—If the Mhaister is tol 
that there has been. destruction of certain 
property under the care of the library com- 
tmhittee, will he take action in the matter? 

Mr. MULCAHY—No Minister has power 
to supervise the action of any library com- 
mittee. 

Mr. MORRISSEY (Lab., Tipperary)— 
What power has the Minister in referonce to 
this matter? 

Mr. MULCAHY—The position of the 
Minister is that if a local body agrees to 
strike a rate for libraries, the Minister is 
responsible for seeing that the rate struck 
is not outside the limit; but as to the carry- 
ing out of the work of the library com- 
mittee he has no responsibility. 

Professor THRIFI—Would the Minister 
say who is responsible for the preservation 
of the books in the library? 

Mr. MULCAHY—We are discussing a 
hypothetical question. If there has been 
destruction, and it is brought to my notice, 
I will try to put a stop to it.

Mr. JOHN GOOD (Ind., Dublin County) 
asked the Minister. for Finance if he could 
state the progress made by the Special Com- 
mittee which is Anquiring into the State 
expenditure, the number of meetings held 
since the Ist August, 1927, and when the 
final report might be expected.

PRISONERS AWAITING TRIAL. 


In reply to Mr. F. Kerlin (F.F., Dublin 
8.), whe asked as to the detention of 
prisoners awaiting trial who were charged 
with political offences, i 

Mr. FitzGERALD-KENNEY, Minister. for 
Justice, said that he could not undertake to 
make any arrangements whereby, as a matter 
of course, any particular person returned for 
trial would, in the event of the jury dis- 
agreeing at the first trial, be put on trial 
again before another party at the same sitting 
of the. Court; neither could he guarantee the 
formulation of the practice of discharging 
prisoners where three separate juries had dis- 
agreed. All these matters must be considered 
in the light of public interest and in the light 
of the attempts made by persons awaiting 
trial or their friends to tamper with juries. 
There was no such practice as. detaining 
persons in prison for extended periods await 
ing trial. If persons were, in fact, kept in 
custody for a considerable time awaiting trial, 
the fact was accidental as far as the prosecn- 
tion was concerned, and very often it was 
due to the person himself or herself. 


ADVERTISING BY 2RN. 


Mr. B. M. EGAN (Government, Cork 
Borough) asked the Minister for Posts and 
Telegraphsa whether he was aware that “ón 
Tuesday; 6th November, an advertisement for 
an imported article was broadcast from 2RN, 
and listeners wére requested to write to a 
Dublin address for a free copy of a cookery 
book by the makers of a bakin owder ; 
whether permission was given by the Minister 
to a foreign manufacturer to use an Irish 
State service to advertise his wares; whether 
it was the policy of the Minister to allow 
advertising matters to be broadcast, and, if 
so, whether he would consider the discon- 


facturers of foreign products which were in 
opmapeiriee with similar home-made articles. 

r. HEFFERNAN said that the bhroad- 
cast was arranged in the usual manner 
through the departmental staff, and in aceor.!- 
ance with the existing regulations governing 
such matters, which permitted of broadzast- 
ing advertisements of an approved type at 
the ‘State’s charge. The department's policy 
was not to accept advertisements of foraimn- 
made articles which were in competition with 
home-made articles. The department was not 
aware that baking powder was manufactuved 
in the Saorstat. The latest issue of the 
Directory of Users of the Irish Trade Mark, 
issued by the Industrial Development Associa- 
tion, of 102-103 Grafton street, Dublin, did 
not include any manufacturer of baking 
powder.

America and Europe. 


Although the Earl of Birkenhead has 
resigned his seat in the British Cabinet, 
he seems to have no intention to retire 
from political controversy. At a dinner 
given in his honour by the 1900 Club, in 
Léndon last night, he spoke with remark- 
able candour about the most recent 
developments of American policy, with 
particular reference to the programme of 
the Navy Department at Washington and 
President Coolidge’s Armistice Day pro- 
nouncement. Lord Birkenhead said that 
there was a note of patronage in the 
President’s speech. Apparently, he was 
anxious to give advice to Europe in 
general, and to. Great Britain in par- 
ticular; and this advice, useful as 
it might be, was quite gratuitous. 
President. Coolidge seemed to forget that 


one and a half million, men in.the war, 
and that the net result of the conflict was 
that Britain owed the United ~.ates the 
sum of £1,700,000,000.  — Britain had no 
desire to defraud Washington of its due. 
Payments were being made regularly ; and, 
while this condition of affairs continued,

Britain had lost one million, and France. 
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more restrained. There are times, how- 
ever, when plain speaking is welcome. 
During recent months the relations 
between Europe and the United States 
have been far from satisfactory, and it is 
high time that the situation should be 
clarified. President Coolidge and his 
advisers declare that the United States 
will build as many large cruisers as may 
be necessary for the defence of American 
interests. The Navy Department has pre- 
pared a programme which will involve the 
almost immediate construction of fifteen, 
10,000-ton. cruisers with eight-inch guns. 
Europe must face the fact that these ships 
will be built, and that when they are built 
the United States will have a fleet, in 
Mr. Coolidge’s words, ‘‘ second to none”’ 
in the world. 

No sane Briton can quarrel with the 
attitude of the United States. The Navy 
Department. at Washington is perfectly 
entitled to build as many ships of war as 
it requires, so long as its programme does 
not exceed the limits in regard to capital 
ships that were laid down at the Washing- 
ton Conference. Britain, however, has 
precisely the same right. Various attempts 
have been made to extend the Washington 
ratio ‘to cruisers, destroyers and sub- 
marines; but, for one reason or another, 
they have been fruitless. The day may 
come when the naval Powers will agree 
in regard to disarmament at sea; but in 
the meanwhile no agreement seems to be 
possible, and the Navy Department of the 
United States proposes simply to go ahead 
with its ordinary programme. In the 
circumstances Britain’s hands are quite 
free. She requires a certain minimum 
number of small cruisers for the protection 
of her overseas commerce and the adequate 
service of her imperial interests. Those 
cruisers will be built as and when they 
‘become necessary: There can be no 
question of a naval competition. The 
British Government does not wish to build 
a single ship in excess of its minimum 
requirements ; but nobody can blame it if 
it decides to follow the lead of the United 
States, and censults its own interests 
before it consults the interests of other 
naval Powers. President Coolidge’s 
attitude is absolutely logical: he wants a 
ce-‘ain number of ships and proposes to 
build them. Opinions may differ concern- 
ing American requirements at sea; but 
when a Power is rich and has naval ambi- 
tions, nobedy can say it nay. Europe 
cannot complain if the United States 
creates a big fleet; but she may be 
pardoned if she suggests that patronising 
advice from Washington is rather out 
of place. The peoples of Europe have 
good -reason to dread Their 
nationality, however, already was old long 
before the American Continent’ was dis- 
covered, and they really are quite capable 
of conducting their own affairs. The

The. Vesttis. 

It is now almost certain that the latest 
tragedy of the sea has involved a loss of 
108. lives. The Vestris, a large and 
luxurious liner, sailed last Saturday from 
‘New York for Buenos Aires. On Sunday, 
through causes which are still obscure, 
her plight became dangerous. Some reports 
say that she sprang a, leak; according t) 
others her cargo shifted ; at any rate, on 
Monday morning she began to sink, and 
Captain Carey sent out wireless messages 
for help. He was then on a traffic route, 
some three hundred miles eastward of the 
Virginian coast. The call was answered 
promptly by a dozen ships, but within 
five hours after her first appeal for aid 
the Vestris foundered in a stormy sea. 
Captain Carey, true to the tradition of 
the British service, went down with his 
ship. The passengers and crew got away 
on boats and rafts, but it appears that 
many lives were lost in the first moments 
of the escape. The most dreadful incident 
was the upsetting of two boats which con- 
tained thirty-seven women and thirteen 
children. Only ten of the women were 
saved and all the children perished. 
Darkness had fallen when the rescuing 
ships began to arrive, and their difficult 
work was done in the teeth of strong 
winds and high seas. In all, 220 persons 
were saved; 108 are still missing, and 
the latest reports suggest that they must 
be accounted dead. Since the loss of the 
Vestris will. be the subject of strict 
inquiry, and there will be a full testing 
of certain disquieting statements by sur- 
vivors, speculation on these points is not 
to be encouraged. Two facts, however, are 
beyond dispute. One is the fact that the 
220 survivors owe their lives to wireless 
telegraphy. Without “wireless,” which 
certainly has halved the former perils of 
the sea, the story of the Vestris might 
have been a story of unrelieved disaster. 
The other fact is the splendid conduct of 
two Irishmen—Captain Carey and the wire- 
less operator, Michael Joseph O'Loughlin. 
The captain, on his sinking bridge, was 
cool and fearless to the Jast. Mr. 
O’Loughlin did not signal “Good-bye” 
until the passengers and crew had taken 
to the boats. If, as we must fear, he also 
is dead, two gentlemen‘unafraid are stand- 
ing to-day in a higher presence. 


** Neighbourhood.”’ 


The Prime Minister of England, a true 
lover of his country’s tongue, is trying to 
redeem a fine word from the menace of 
desuetude. His Christmas card for this 
year, which will be issued by the Con- 
servative headquarters, bears the legend, 
“ May God, good-will and good neighbour- 
hood be your company.” Some time ago 
he received this greeting from an old 
woman whom he met in Wyre Forest, in 
Worcestershire. “ Neighbourhood,’ in the 
sense of a happy environment, was 4 
familiar word three centuries ago, ayd has 
the. warranty of the best writers of 
English. In 1650 Jeremy Taylor,-an Irish 
bishop, mentioned “works of nature, 
recreation, charity, friendliness and 
neighbourhood.” Fifty years later Swift, 
an Irishman, commended “all the laws 
of charity, neighbourhood, alliance and 
hospitality.’ In 1796 Burke, an. Irish- 
man, said: “There is a law of neighbour- 
hood which does not leave. a man perfect 
master on his own ground.” It is clear 
that the use of this kindly and gracious 
word was once as common in Ireland as 
now it is rare even in Worcestershire. 
To-day civilisation, with its trains, motor 
cars and “broadcasting,” has robbed the 
word of its warmer significance; and, im 
its geographical meaning—vide the news- 
papers passim—*‘ proximity,’’ a bleak 
mouthful, has supplanted it. Mr. 
Baldwin, like some other Englishmen, 
and, perhaps, a few Irishmen, regrets the 
decay of the apt and racy speech which 
was Elizabethan England’s legacy to both 
countries. It is the result of “education ”’ 
and of democracy’s new sense of its own 
importance. In the old days a man 
“went” to his work; now he “ proceeds” 
to it.

BALED WATER WITH HATS. 

George de Vale, a Brazilian passenger. 
said: “We let the women get on ‘board 
first, but many of the crew also got into 
the first boats. There was no officer in 
charge of my boat. We had a terrible time 
in getting away from the Vestris, and 
when we did we could do nothing, because 
we’ had no oars. It was dark and raining, 
and we could see the lights of a rescuing 
ship.

Together with Mr. P. A. Dana, an 
ófhcial of- the Radio Corporation of 
America, she was clinging to débris for 
nearly twenty-four hours before being 
picked up. 

Both were described by Captain 
Cummings as “two of the pluckiest people 
I have ever met.” . 


WOMEN AND CHILDREN UPSET. 

Mr. Dana was in the last lifeboat but 
one to Jeave the doomed vessel. 
turned as it struck the water, and the 
passengers, including ten women and 
several children, were scatterel by the 
waves. . 

Mr. Dana himself was swept along 
about a hundred yards, Looking back, he 
saw women and youngsters clinging to the 
boat. He tried to swim to it, but at 
that moment the Vestris went down, and 
he had to swim for his life to escape the 
terrific suction. 

A few minutes later he, with several 
other men, tried to right the overturned 
boat. 

As they tugged at her the body of a 
woman floated out from beneath the boat. 
The effort to turn the boat failed, how- 
ever, as the craft fell apart. 


WATCHING THE SEARCHLIGHTS. 

Mr. Dana managed to reach a plank. 
As, he grasped, it he saw a woman s leg. 
He seized thát, too, and tugged. The 
woman was Mrs.. Ball, the stewardess. 
With one arm supporting her and the 
other clinging to the plank, he encouraged 
her,. and finally she. found strength to 
hold on for herself. 

The two were in the water from 1.30 
o'clock on Monday afternoon until noon 
the next day. Drifting throughout the 
long night, they could see the searchlights 
on the big rescue ships flashing their long 
beams of light intermittently through the

PRIVY COUNCIL'S 
FINDINGS. 

“ NOTHING TO DO 
WITH Us.” 


From Our POLITICAL CORRESPONDENT. 


“It has nothing to do with us. When 
the original decision was given we made 
our opinion perfectly clear. We said that 
it was an entirely inequitable decision, a 
decision such as we could not accept, and 
which we have no intention of accepting. 
Really, we ate not interested.”’’ 

In these words Mr. Blythe, Minister for 
Finance, summed up for me yesterday the 
attitude of the Free State Government 
to the sustained decision of the Privy 
Council on the Wigg-Cochrane case. 


“ UNACCEPTABLE.” 

“When the decision was first given by 
the Privy Council,” Mr, Blythe explained 
to me, “we told the British Government 
that ft did not properly interpret 
Article X. of the Treaty, which was not 
intended to have any such result as would 
be caused by the Privy Council’s decision. 

“We told the British Government that 
the decision was wrong, and that: we could 
not, and would not, accept it. They agreed 
with us to the extent, indeed, that it was 
indicated that joint legislation would be 
introduced to regularise the position. 


BRITISH GOVERNMENT’S VIEW. 

“Irrespective of the British Government 
agreeing with us, we had made plain our 
view that the decision was wrong, and 


that it would not be accepted by us. As 


it happened, they did concur in our view. 

“Afterwards a discussion took place in 
the House of Lords, and the British 
Government, for a clearer understanding 
of the position, referred the matter again 
to the Privy Council. 


“ NOT PARTIES.” 
“They asked us to assist them in having 
all the facts put before the tribunal, We 
were not ‘parties’ to the proceedings. It 


the British Government that the counsel 
who represented our Attorney-General at 
previous hearings attended on this occa- 
sion, and their fees were paid by -the 
British Government. 

“ The result of this re-hearing—or what- 
ever it may be called—has nothing to do 
with us. We stand by our original atti- 
tude—an attitude in which, as it happened, 
the British Government definitely con- 
curred. The decision was entirely wrong, 
inequitable and contrary to the intention 
of Article X. ' 

“ When it was announced, we said that 
we could not, and would not, on any 
account accept it. We stand by that. We 
really have no further interest in the 
matter.” 


BRITISH EXPECTED TO PAY. 

The latest development in the Wigg- 
Cochrane case was the subject of con- 
siderable discussion in politica], legal and 
Civil Service circles yesterday, but sur- 
prise was not expressed at the attitude of 
the Governmnt, inasmuch as early last 
year Mr. Blythe publicly declared his 
Government’s determination to regard the 
decision of the Free State’s own Supreme 
Court as final in this matter. 

The amount involved by the acceptance 
of the Privy Council decision is an imme- 
diate lump sum payment of about £48,000, 
with a recurring annual payment of some- 
thing in the neighbourhood of £7,000. 

In political circles yesterday if was 
stated that the next step now lies with 
the British Government which, it is sug- 
gested, quite probably may avoid any- 
thing in the nature of a constitutional 
difficulty or crisis, by indemnifying the 
transferred servants to the full extent of 
the amount involved. 


MR. BLYTHE’S VIEW. 

While legislation may not be necessary 
in the Free State Parliament, it is certain 
that the whole question of appeal to the 
British Privy Council will be raised in 
the immediate future, when Mr. Blythe 
will have much of importance to say. Like 
his colleagues of the Cabinet, he makes 
no secret of the fact that he shares the 
opinion of the late Mr. O’Higgins that 
the British Privy Council is a “bad, use- 
less and unnecessary Court.”’

RAILWAY TRAFFIC, 


COMPANIES IN GRIM 
ir WARNEST. 
————— 


In a leading article upon cm that 
are being made’ by the railway panies to 
get back some of the passenger traffic that 
they have been losing to road transport, 
The Times remarks :—Now that they have 
the law at their back, the railway companies 
are, in fact, in grim earnest: about this busi- 
ness of road-rail enterprise. They are de- 
termined not to go down—or to go on going 
down—without a struggle. The need for this 
determination has often been stated in these 
columns; it is explained with particular force 
in an article by Sir Felix Pole in the current 
number: of the Nineteenth Century. 

If, he says, one form of transport (the 
railways) is required to bear the entire cost 
of its permanent or fixed works, while another 
form (the road transport concerns) is re- 
lieved of this charge, either wholly or in 
large measure, the latter. has an advantage 
that is bound to tell in the long run. There 
is, however, another side to the problem. It 
cannot be solved by cut-throat competition. 
Both parties must be ready on the lines in- 
dicated in the terms of reference of the Royal 
Commission recently appointed to consider and 
report on the question, to fall in, so far as 
is desirable in the public interest, with a 
policy of co-ordination of the different forms 
of transport. 

Because the railway companies found therm- 
selves unable to agree to co-operate with 
Imperial Airways in their proposed scheme 
of combined rail and air transport, Imperial 
Airways decided to transfer their offer to 
the road transport firms, in the hope wf gain- 
ing from them the co-operation denied them 
by the older form of transport. 


ETNA ERUPTION.

INTRODUCTION OF LORD 
DAVIDSON OF LAMBETH. 


Lord . Davidson of Lambeth, whose 
tenure of the English Primacy expired on 
Monday last, was introduced to the House 
of Lords yesterday, and took the oath and 
his seat as Junior Baron under the new 
title which has been conferred upon him 
by the King. For thirty-three years— 
first as Bishop of Winchester and then as 
Archbishop of Canterbury—he had sat in 
the House as a spiritual peer, and but 
one day divided the céssation of his 
spiritual, from the beginning of his 
temporal, peerage. 

His sponsors yesterday were Lord 
Hawke, the well known cricketer and the 
King’s Secretary, Lord Stamfordham. With 
one of them on either side, Lord 
Davidson of Lambeth heard the Clerk read 
the patent of Nobility, took the oath, made 
the customary bows to the Lord 
Chancellor, and shook hands with him in 
passing out. A moment later he returned 
and took his seat on the cross benches.

Criticism and defence of the estimates 
for the Revenue Commissioners, old age 
pensions and the Governor-General’s estal 
lishment, occupied most of the time in the 
Dail yesterday. 

When the forty-five questions on the 
Order Paper had been answered, the 
anomalous situation existing on the border 
was raised by Mr. Haslett (Ind.) on the 
Revenue Commissioners’ estimate. 

He pointed out how absurd it was that 
a man could drive from Armagh into the 
Free State for pleasure without paying 
import duty on his car, while the man 
who came into the Free State fairs or . 
on other business had to pay duty. He 
did not think that this helped towards the 
maintenance of good relations with the 
North, nor did it tend to improve trade 
relations. He complained also that some 
people have to make a detour of as much 
as twenty miles to pass a Customs post. 


INCOME TAX DEFAULTERS. 


A novel suggestion was implied in a 
question by Mr. McEntee (Fianna Fail), 
who asked why the names of defaulters 
in respect to land annuities should he 
published, while those of income tax 
defaulters were not published. 

Half-a-dozen deputies followed with 
suggestions that the present system of 
collecting income tax should be over- 
hauled and improved. Mr. Joseph X. 
Murphy (Ind.) complained of over-zeal, 
and even impertinence, on the part of 
some inspectors, while Mr. Jasper Wolfe 
(Ind.) declared that by the ridiculous 
methods adopted “capital is being 
hunted out of the country.”’ 

A little more courtesy on the” part, of 
inspectors was the request made by Mr. 
O’Reilly (Fianna Fail); Mr. Little, of 
the same party, said that the administra- 
tion was at once ‘‘harsh as well as 
tricky,” while Mr. Corry (Fianna Fail) 
described the income tax as “ this 
inhuman machine.”’ 


MR. BLYTHE DEFENDS OFFICIALS. 

Replying to criticism, Mr. Blythe denied 
that capital was being driven out of the 
country because of anything done by the 
Revenue Department. He mentioned that 
as a result of setting up an Investigation 
Department a year ago something like 
£100,000 had been brought into tie 
Exchequer from people who had made 
false returns. If there were cases of im- 
pertinence to taxpayers, he was prepared 
to deal with them. As to the simplification 
of income tax administration, there was a 
committee sitting with a view to pre- 
paring legislation on the matter. 


OLD AGE PENSIONS. 

The estimate was passed, and the House 
turned to the old age pensions vote, on 
which the Minister for Finance said that 
it would be necessary later to introduce 
a supplementary estimate of £150,000 in 
connection with the Act of this year which 
restores the shilling to some classes of old 
age pensioners. : 

There were numerous complaints about 
the difficulty which many applicants for 
old age pensions experience in establishing 
their age. ‘ The question arises,” said 
Mr. Hogan (Labour), “w bether — some 
applicants ever officially reach 70.” . 

Messrs. Maguire (Fianna Fail), Briscoe 
(Fianna Fail) and Connolly (Government) 
followed on similar lines, and Mr. T. J. 
Murphy © (Labour) wanted the pension 
officers to be a little more helpful to 
applicants. 

That the officials had been instructed 
to deal as sympathetically as possible with 
all applicants was the burden of Mr. 
Blythe’s reply. Indeed. he added, they 
were instructed to give the benefit of the 
doubt to the applicant. On the whole, he 
thought that there was little to complam 
of in the administration of the Act. The 
estimate was passed.

New ‘ork. The harrowing experiences 
they had undergone were plainly written 
on their pale, drawn faces. Some of the 
women were crying; others were hysteric- 
ally grateful for the miracle of wireless 
which had saved their lives and alone 
made rescue possible. 

Several passengers had to receive 
medical attention, especially those who 
had been exposed too long to wind and 
water as they waited rescue in the life- 
boats. As they disembarked many of the 
survivors wept for sheer jov. They were 
received with cheers from the assembled 
chousands on the quay. 

It was clear that none of them had ever 
really expected to see land again, and in 
nany cases their experiences had been so 
frightful that they did not wish to recall 
them. 

The passengers were informed early on 
the morning of Monday that the skip was 
leaking badly. They were summoned to 
ihe upper deck and ordered to don their 
liiebelis. The most ignorant landsman 
among them could not fail to perceive that 
the Vestris was listing heavily ; in fact, it 
was difficult to keep a footing upon the 
decks. 

The weather got worse as the morning 
dragged on, until the wind was blowing a 
sale of 45 to 50 miles an hour. The 
captain and his officers could no longer 
conceal the serivusness of the situation. 

Events moved with the poignant rapidity 
and the fatal certainty of a Greek tragedy 

The sea rose until forty-foot waves broke 
itilessly over the ship, which was rapidly 
lLecoming waterlogged <A bulkhead burst. 
The engine room filled, the ship was 
Tooded. The Vestris was settling down 
slowly, 

THE CAPTAIN’S DILEMMA. 

The captain was in a frightful dilemma. 
Iie Jooked out upon a cruel storm-swept 
sea, which was rising higher every minute, 
and his long experience on every sea and 
ocean must have told him that it was 
almost a certainty that the lifeboats would 
“apsize if an attempt were made to launch 
them - Therefore, he postponed as long as 
hossible the moment when he must order 
his passengers and crew to leave the 
vessel. and. trust themselves to the boats 
on the raging waters. 


BOATS LAUNCHED. 

He may have had a Jast hope that the 
Vestris, badly hurt as she was, would re- 
main afloat as vessels often do when they 
have sprung a leak. Nevertheless, the sea 
vas dragging the luxurious liner down 
deeper’ and deeper in its relentless 
embrace. It. was impossible to delay 
longer. The ship was in the final throes. 
l'verybody on board could feel its warning 
quivers, like the death-rattle in the dying. 

Captain Carey gave the order te launch 
the boats at 12.50 on Monday. When the 
Vestris finally took the plunge sf; went 
last, and even as the boats and rafts were 
being swung from her into the mounting 


The first two lifeboats were filled with 
women and children—there were 37 women 
and 13 children on board—and the crew 
started to lower away. Then the sinking 
ship gave a lurch—the boats crashed like 
matchwood against her side, and the 
women and children in them were poured 
into the boiling waves. 

The latest reports available indicate that 
all the children concerned perished, and 
that only ten of the women were saved. 

Only two boats were successfully 
launched—although others broke Joose as 
the ship sank and were caught by swim- 
ming survivors. It is alleged that there 
was difficulty with the tackle of several 
of the lifeboats, and that it took a long 
time to lower them. One was stove-in 
and had a gaping hole in its side. 

The greater number of the passengers 
and crew had to fling themselves into the 
water and swim for their lives, lest they 
Sei, Araggad down with the foundering 

lk. 

It is feared that, as it was, many did 
not jump in time and were carried down 
into the depths with the captain and the 
brave wireless operator, who is also 
believed to have perished. 


NEGROES CRITICISED. 

The greatest loss of life occurred among 
the passengers, the majority of those 
eventually saved being members of the 
crew. This, it was explained, was 
probably due to the fact that seamen were 
more accustomed to exposure and better 
able to withstand the hardship of those 
terrible hours im the water. 

In some quarters there was a tendency 
to criticise negro members of the crew and 
to assert that they lost their heads, but 
there was no suggestion that they made 
any general effort to take the positions of 
comparative safety in the boats right.

ONLY ONE MARRIED COUPLE 
RESCUED 


One especially sad feature of the 
tragedy is that, as far as is known, only 
one married couple survived. In every 
other case either husband or wife was 
taken.

BOAT OVERCROWDED. 

“T was in lifeboat No. 8 with my 
husband and two other passengers. As 
soon as it entered the water it began to 
leak. We were badly overcrowded, and 
the boat was shipping water and filling 
fast. Boat No. 1, with four negro seamen 
in\ it, came by. We called to them and 
they drew near. 

‘My husband urged me to jump. I did 
so, and the negroes pulled away. 


ACCUSATIONS AGAINST NEGROES. 


“The sea came in between us, and when 
I saw No. 8 again it had capsized and 
everyone was in the water. I begged them 
to go back and pick up my husband and 
the others, but they refused, saying that 
it would be dangerous to let so many 
extra clamber into the boat. I called 
them ‘cowards,’ but they yelled: ‘Sit 
down,’ and I had to obey.. What happened 
after that: I do not know, for I lay in a 
coma in the bottom of the bbat till we 
were picked up.” 


WAITING TO BE PICKED UP. 


The rescued passengers recounted a 
story, hardly less moving, of the long 
hours of waiting in the bitter cold, while 
the frail lifeboats were tossed like chips 
of wood upon the heaving, raging Atlantic ; 
a story, too, of their desperate fear that 
they might not be seen in the trough of 
the waves at night by any ships coming 
to the rescue. All through the night they 
suffered agonies of body and mind, hear- 
ing cries in the dark, seeing an occasional] 
glow as a flare was Jighted in one of the 
other boats. but usually buried deep in a 
trough of the sea—as aloof and as alone 
as if there were no other boats on its 


surface. 


STILL SEARCHING FOR SURVIVORS. 
There are still twelve United States 
Navy vessels, including the battleship 
Wyoming, circling around the scene of the 
disaster in search of possible survivors or 
bodies of the dead. Eight bodies have 
thus far been recovered. |

‘We stood by the railing, and all the 
lifeboats had gone. ‘Jump,’ said the 
captain. ‘ You'd better jump, sir,’ I said. 
“ Hell, no; you jump,’ he said. I jumped 
then, and I think he jumped after me, 
but I never saw him again.”’ 


DOOR BATTERED IN BY STORM. 

Mr. Duncan, telling the story of the 
voyage, said that last Saturday the storm 
battered in a door in the side of the 
Vestris, and water flooded the’ coal 
bunkers, stopping the engines. 

Early on Monday morning the vessel 
began. to develop a list, and the crew were 
ordered to bail out the water with 
buckets. 

“This,” declared Mr. Duncan, ‘‘seemed 
to be a silly thing to do, but, nevertheless, 
everybody obeyed orders. The passengers 
did not know what the trouble was until 
almost the last moment. The captain 
then ordered everybody on the boat deck, 
as it was evident that the ship was sink- 
ing, and the order ‘ Take to the boats’ 
was issued,” a 

There was considerable difference. of 
opinion among the survivors as to the 
cause of the disaster. Archibald Bannister, 
a negro bo'sn's mate, believed that the 
sudden shifting of the cargo in the stormy 
weather that prevailed was responsible for 
the leak, which tipped the ship over on 
to her beam ends. i 

Others were of opinion that the leak, 
small at first, got larger for some reason 
as ‘the vessel proceeded, and caused the in- 
creasing list.

LEADS MOTOR 
CONVOY. 


From THe CENTRAL News SPECIAL 
CORRESPONDENT. 
NAIROBI, Wednesday. 

This morning saw the start of the most 
adventurous journey which the Prince of 
Wales has vet made in Africa—a motor 
trip through the wilds to Northern 
Rhodesia. The six vehicles forming the 
convoy consisted of two Safari hunting ex- 
peditfon cars, an open tourer, and three 
lorries. They arrived early at Govern- 
ment House, Nairobi, and the work of 
loading them with the baggage of the 
party was begun at once. The heavier 
personal luggage was packed into the 
lorries, and the cars were loaded high with 
guns and other personal effects, the pack- 
ing of which was personally supervised by 
the Prince and Mr. Finch Hatton, who is 
in charge of the shooting part of the trip. 

Besides the Safari boys and a white 
mechanic, the party consisted only of the 
Prince, his two Equerries, and Mr. 
Hatton. 

Each lorry also carried a reserve driver 
in case of necessity. 

Before starting, the Prince went care- 
fully round each vehicle, assuring himself 
that all the apparatus—which ‘includes 
chains, shovels and hauling tackle for use 
when a car gets stuck on the treacherous 
roads—was in position. He then took his 
seat at the wheel of the first Safari car, 
and the party drove off on the road 
adventure. 

Difficult conditions were met with 
almost at the outset. The road across the 
Athie Plain, five miles from the capital, 
on the way. to Longido, has been washed 
almost completely away by heavy rains 
during the last few days, and the small 
watercourses, which are now swollen out of 
all recognition, caused the convoy con- 
siderable difficulty. The track became so 
soft and muddy that it was decided to stop 
the convoy and fix non-skid chains to the 
wheels of the vehicles. When these were 
adjusted the Prince led the cars carefully 
over ‘the bad patches, having the 
apparently flimsy bridges and the depth of 
water in the fords tested before venturing 
across. In places the Prince -left the 
deeply-rutted track, which was the road, 
and struck out cn a cross-country line for 
himself. be 

Many times the cars sank almost to the 
axles in the soft soil, which here is almost 
bottomless volcanic earth, but the chains 
enabled the wheels to grip, and the 
dangers were safely passed. After ten 
miles of this sort of going the party 
reached more solid ground, and, though 
the chains were still needed, much better 
time was made. 

The Prince aims.at reaching Dodoma, 
600 miles from Nairobi, in four days, so. 
that there will be no time for shooting on 
this part of the trip, but from Dodoma 
onwards time will not beso pressing, and |

This closed the case against the vote, 
and Mr. Cosgrave, who had been doing a 
little mental arithmetic, began with the 
statement that the Governor-General’s 
establishment cost only 24d. per head of 
the population per annum. He went on 
to tell the Dail that the office was part of 
an honourable undertaking, and was now 
embodied in the Constitution. He added 
that it was also necessary to have such an 
estublishment jf only to entertain dis- 
tincuished strangers visiting the country. 

The vote was passed, and an hour and 
a-half’s debate on the Labour Party's 
motion for widows and orphans followed. 
The debate was adjourned.

GIRL WHO REFUSED TO 
RECOGNISE THE COURT. 


(BEFORE JUOGE DAVITT.) 
Sheila Hurnphreys, 36 Ailesbury road, Pem- 
broke, Dublin, was charged with conspiring 
on diffegent dates between January 1 and 


interfere with and prevent the true course of 
justice, and, by means of intimidatory and 


documents, to influence, intimidate, or corrupt 
jurors summoned, or to be summoned, to try 
certain prisoners at the Central Criminal 
Court to be held in February, March and 
April last. She was further charged with 
taking part in the organisation of an un- 
lawful military force. 

Mr. Carrigan, K.C. (who prosecuted), 
pointed out that when the prisoner was before 
the Court on a previous occasion she re- 
mained silent when asked to plead, and she 
was found guilty of being “mute of malice. ' 
Continuing, Mr. Carrigan said that the 
nature of the documents was such as was 
calculated to persuade the jurors not to 
attend the Court, and, if they did attend, 
to disregard the jurors’ oath, and, for fear 
of threats contained in these documents, to 
refuse to find verdicts according to the 
evidence and to bring the administration of 
justice into contempt and make it futile. 

“ GHOSTS.” 

Detective-Sergeant Hughes stated that on 
April.1, 1922, he entered and searched a bed- 
room at the residence of Miss Humphreys, 
where he found a number of documents. 
Some were addressed to the Cumann na 
mBan, an organisation connected with, the 
IRA. There was a iist of the jury eg cf 
the Central Criminal Court, and also typed 
circúlars addressed to jurors, the names of 
prisoners to be tried being given. One of 
the documents was signed ‘‘ Ghosts.” some 
time aiterwards he met the prisoner on 
Ailesbury read, and when she saw him she 
ran away. She opened an attaché case, from 
which she took some papers and put them 
When he overtook her he 
told her that he had a warrant for her arrest, 
which he read. She refused to give him the 
papers, and he brought her to! the Bridewell, 
where she was searched by, a woman searcher.

When asked if she wished to ask the 
witness any questions the prisoner said that 
she did not recognise thé authority of the 
Court to try her. She did not deny that she 
was a. citizen of the Irish Republic.

There were no 
papers in the attaché-case. | 


JUROR’S EVIDENCE,

were taken. by any person in their employ- 
ment with their authority they had reasonable 
and probable cause for taking such proceed- 
ings, 

Mr. Lynch, K.C.; Mr. Fitzgerald, K.C., 
and Mr. James J. Walsh (instructed by Mir. 
John P. Carrigan) appeared for the plaintiff; 
and Mr. Dickie, K C.; Mr. Hector Hughes, 
K.C., and Mr. M. J. Ryan (instructed by Mr. 
Joseph C. Erskine) for the defendants. 

THE PLAINTIFF'S CASE. 
Opening the case for the plaintiff, Mr. 
Lynch said that Mr. O'Carroll had been ‘for 
over eight years in the employment of the 
Pearl Assurance Company, in charge of a 
district, the centre of which was Thurles, and 
having other workers for the company under 
his charge. During the period that he was 
in the service of the defendant company he 
apparently gave the greatest satisfaction, and 
was éulogised in the highest possible terms 
by the managers and directors of the com- 
par.y for his ability, integrity and efficiency. 
In December, 1926, he served notice of resig- 
nation, and was asked to withdraw it. In 
April, 1927, he resigned and could not be 
prevailed upon ,to withdraw his resignation. 
and or April 18 he commenced to work for 
the New Ireland Insurance Company. Some 
of the workers who had worked under him 
alse went over to that company. ‘“ Every- 
body,” said counsel, “will agree that these 
two insurance companies: may fight as 
much. as they like among themselves for 
business, but what we complain of is 
this:.that, O’Carroll having gone over to the 
New Ireland Insurance Company, an attack 
was made upon him in the nature of. a series 
of prosecutions, with the object of injuring | 
and, if possible, bringing him down and 
injuring the prestige of the New Ireland 
Insurance Company.” 

There had been, said counsel, four prosecu- 
tions of the plaintiff, all of which had been 
determined in his favour. Three of them 
were trials before juries, and the fourth was a 
case in which the District Justice refused 
informations. Two of them were. charges of 
forgery and the other two charges of 
embezzlement, and they were brought as 
light-heartedly against. this man as if they 
were petty offences. ) 

THE EVIDENCE 

Joseph O'Carroll, the plaintiff, examined 
by Mr. Lynch, said that in April, 1927, he 
tendered his resignation to the defendant 
company. A few days later he met Mr. 
Burchall, a high official of the Pearl Com- 
pany, in Hayes’s Hotel at Thurlés. Mr. 
Burchall asked him to withdraw his resigna- 
tion, but he declined. Mr. Burchall asked 
him to\give a guarantee that he would not 
interfere with clients of the Pearl Company 
by transferring them to the New Ireland 
Company. He declined to give any such guar- 
antee. He commenced to work for the New 
Ireland Company on April 13th. Later he 
was charged with forging two cheques, each 
for a sum of £6 odd, that had been issued 
in favour of clients, while employed by the 
defendant company; also with embezzling two 
smal: sums. Three of these cases were heard 
before juries, and he was acquitted in each 
case. In the other case the District 
Justice refused informations. Some time 
afterwards, Mr. David Condon, district 
superintendent for the defendant company, 
in County Tipperary, met him. A sergeant 
of the Guards was present. The witness, 
indicating Condon, said, “ This is the man, 
sergeant, who brought those prosecutions 
against me ”; whereupon Condon said, “I 
am, very sorry for the whole procedure,” 
adding that he had “been compelled to bring 
the charges against the witness by the 
directors of the defendant company, and not 
tc blame hin. OS 
“While these charges were hanging over 
my head,” said the witness, ' 1 could hardly 
put my head outside the door to do any 
business for the New Ireland Company; Í 
was hounded down in the district where I 
was born and reared,’’ He suffered, he said, 
monetary loss thereby: He earned £5 5s. 
weekly in his present employment; the de- 
fendant company had paid hhm £2 12s. 6d. 
weekly.

LAND COURT. 
MOVILLE TENANTS? 


APPLICATION. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE WYLIE.) 

. In the Court o Irish Land Commis- 
sion, Edward Gillen and William Duggan, 
tenants on the estate of Marie Louise Evans 
Evans, sought a declaration that their hoid- 
ings, adjoining the town of Moville, are 
holdings to which the provisions of the Land 
Act, 1923, apply, and should be included in 
the schedule of particulars of tenanted hold- 
ings.on the grounds that they are tenanted 
lands within the meaning of Sections 24 and 
72 of the Land Act of 1923; that they are 
not untenanted lands within the meaning of 
Section 24 gf the Act; that they are held 
unde? a contract of tenancy; and that they 
are not holdings or parcels of untenanted 
lands which possess a substantial value or 
utility whether potential or actual as build- 
ing ground within the meaning of Sub-Sec- 
tion 2 (c) of Section 24 of the Act. 

Mr. Gillan’s application was in respect of 
two holdings, one containing 3 acres and 
37 perches, and the other 4 acres and 23 
perches. Mr. Duggan’s application was in 
regard to one holding of 2 acres 3 roods and 
30 perches. " 

Affidavits in support of their view were 
made by the tenants, and one was also made 
on. their behalf by Mr. H. Elliott, 
M.R.1.A.1L., of Magazine street, Derry; while 
the view of the landlady that the holdings 
are town parks, and possess a substantial 
value as building ground, was supported by 
affidavits made by Mr J. G. M. Harvey, 
agent of the estate, and by Mr. R. RF. 
Ruchanan, civil engineer of Shipquay street, 
Derry. i 

Mr. Justice Wylie said that the oniv 
question he had to decide was whether these 
lands were building ground, or whether they 
had any additional valie as building ground.

DISPOSAL OF PURCHASE MONEY. 


(BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE, MR. JUSTICE 
FITZGIBBON, AND MR. JUSTICE 
MURNAGHAN.) 

The hearing concluded oí the appeal by 
the defendant in the case of Sarah Martin, 
widow, Rathlonghan, Co. Meath, against 
Michael ‘Crosbie. merchant and farmer, 
Drummerloughamore, Monaghan, and the 
Northern Banking Company, Belfast. claim- 
mg a declaration that Michael Crosbie was 
bound to pay her £411, balance due on foot 
of the purchase money of a farm of land 
at Sealkill and Greughloneé, Monaghan, 
which the plaintiff had sold to him for 
£1,000, the purchaser depositing £250 with 
the auctioneer. The appeal was from a judg- 
ment of Mr. Justice Meredith in favour of 
the plaintiff, the grounds of the appeal being 
that the learned judge had misdirected him- 
self in law and on the facts of the case. 
Another appeal by Patrick Martin, son of 


those alleged in the first appeal, was then 
heard, in the couxse of which 
facts were again referred to so far as they 
affected, the appellant. 


bers, then delivered judgment on both ap- 
peals, varying Mr. Justice Meredith’s order, 
and apportioning the costs of the  pro- 
ceedings. 

The Chief Justice, delivering the unanimous 
judgment of the Court, said that he was of 
opinion that on the evidence Sarah Martin, 
the plaintiff in the original action, was clearly 
entitled to the money that she claimed in 
respect of her life interest in the farm. 
They would accordingly vary the order of Mr. 
Justice Meredith by declaring that she, the 
plaintiff, was entitled against the defendant, 
Michael Crosbie, to the payment of the £100 
interest in the farm, and they gave judgment 
against him for that amount. They also 
declared her entitled to payment for the 
£100 out of the sum paid to him on her 
behalf, and gave judgment against Patrick 
Martin for that amount. With regard to the

In cross-examination by Mr. FitzGibbon, 
the witness expressed the opinion that the 
Revenue Commissioners denied that the goods 
were supplied from London on order from 
Paris to Messrs. McEntagart on account of 
the foreign firm. If, however, that course, 
he suid, bed been taken, it would not make 
any difference in the responsibility of the 
‘defendants in the present vase. He suggested 
tht, in fixing the price, the amount ot duty 
would be a consideration, and if the goods 
came in without paying the full duty, it 
would give an advantage to the importer.

ENGINE CLEANER’S APPEAL. 
(BEFORE MR, JUSTICE MEREDITH AND 
Mr JUSTICE JOHNSTON.) 

An appeal was heard from an order of 
Circuit Judge Devitt dismissing an applica- 
tion of John Tyrrell, of Stranorlar, formerly 
an engine driver and later an engine cleaner 
in the employment of the County Donegal 
Railways Joint Committee, for compensation 
under the Workmen's Compensation Act. 
The applicant, it appeared, had been for 
forty‘six years in the employment, and during 
that time had met with five accidents, the 
first being thirty years ago and the last 
occurring on the 28th May, 1926. He was 
washing out and repairing the fire-box of an 
engine when a brick eut ns finger, the mjury 
resulting in blood p-isoning. The ground of 
the dismissal of the application for compen- 
cation was that the applicant had failed to 
make a claim within six months from the 
occurrence of the accident causing the in- 
jury, and had failed to show reasonable 
cause for his failure to make a claim within 
the time mentioned, ' 
The Court now held that reasonable cause 
did exist for the failure to make the claim 
within six months, and they sent the case 

back to the Circuit Court for rehearing.

LETTER FROM OWNER OF 
2,000 ACRES. 

Following the action of Mr. Henry Nation, 
the West Somerset. farmer, in forbidding the 
hunt to pass .over his land, Mrs.. Bonham 
Christie, who bought Brownsea Island, Poole, 
last year as a sanctuary for animals, has 
written to the South and West Wiltshire Fox 
Hiunt, and banned hunting over her land at 
Marston, Frome. ‘The property extends to 
ovet 2,000 acres. 

Mrs. Christie’s reason for banning the hunt 
is that she considers that “ no one should 
torture and cause such suffering to any of 
God’s creatures as the fox suffers in being 
hunted.” ‘*‘ How anyone,” she continues, 
‘‘ with the least spark of feeling can be a 
arty to such barbarous cruelty I cannot 
imagine, and to dig him out when he is done 
and takes refuge in a hole is only an act of 
the devil himself.

as a poor defenceless animal is made to suffer 
this terrible suffering I must forbid you to 
hunt across any land of mine. '
